Notes of the Week 


SEVERAL of the German papers have suddenly sat up and taken 
notice of the letters from English Churchmen 


UNEASY condemning conditions in Germany to which we 
GERMAN made reference last week. Their object, it is 
EDITORS said, is to allay British apprehensions about the 


religious conflict raging in the Reich. But none 
of the Nazi. Party newspapers have dared to mention the subject. 
Qnoe journal which is not afraid, or unwilling, either omits what it 
does not like or boils the correspondence down into a sentence and a 
half, while in one instance the text of a letter is garbled. On the 
other hand, letters containing pleas for withholding judgment 
receive liberal quotation, and other journals adopt the same line; 
the main issues, Tne Times Berlin Correspondent points out, are not

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touched upon. It is something, perhaps, that the Episcopal 
deliverances should have awakened an echo in the Reich at all, and 
the best things that can be said about it are that they prove 
that Germany does not believe it possible to ignore outside opinion 
altogether, and that outspoken declarations in foreign countries 
have, therefore, their justification. Meanwhile we may quote one 
passage from the correspondent referred to: 
“An underlying cause of the outbreak of the Church Conflict in 
1933 was the condoning of a particularly brutal political marder by 
members of the group of ‘German Christian’ pastors who attempted, 
with obvious official support, to force them :elves into the organisation 
of the Church.” 
No real friend of peace or humanity in any country would remain 
dumb in the face of murder masquerading as religion. 


Tue problem of the Agunah, the deserted Jewish wife, is an old 
one. Under Jewish law, only a husband can grant 
DESERTED divorce. If he should leave his wife or disappear 
JEWISH WIVES in war or pogroms the hapless wife cannot 
remarry. Even if the husband. is found to be 
living with another woman and is then divorced, he can refuse, out of 
motives of spite or blackmail, to give his wife ~ get.” The result is 
that the unfortunate woman must either continue without a bread- 
winner or remarry (without ~ get”), as the law of some lands allows 
her to do after the Japse 6f some years, and condemn the offspring 
of her second marriage to the status of mamzerim. Seven years 
ago it was stated that there were as many as 10,000 Agunoth in 
Europe, and the problem is said to be becoming acute in Americaas 
well. In these circumstances, the Rabbinical Assembly of America 
Conservatives who stand midway between Liberalism and 
Orthodoxy—has formulated a plan, under which, according 
to their own interpretation, the husband empowers one person 
or more to issue a°divorce to his wife at any future time, in 
the event of her becoming an Agunah.. The agents in question 
would only act under “the direction of the duly accredited 
Rabbinieal Courts.” Inthe opinion of the Rabbinical Assembly of 
would be “absolutely and unequivocally valid 
from the standpoint of Jewish law.”

THE proceedings at the annual meeting of the Commercial Road 
Talmud Torah were more lively than edifying, 
as our sammarised account demonstrates. If 
we report them at all it is only that our readers 
may form a picture’ of the Talmud Torah’'s 
present problem. In fact, its situation has something of the pathetic 
in it, A debt of some £1,760 exists tothe Federation of Synagogues.

‘The Federation would be content if the President of the Institution 
iwhoever might be elected) would become a guarantor. But the 
existing President has already guaranteed other loans tothe Talmud 
Torah, and the supporters of the Institution, with understandable 
loyalty, refuse to allow him to be replaced after all the 
vork he has put in. Failing either of the two suggested 
expedients, the Federation threatens to recover its money from the 
two guarantors referred to. But has-this miserable squabble really 
gone beyond the region of peaceful settlement ? 


Tate Talmud Torah has passed through troubled, and indeed 
dirty, waters. But after a commendable struggle 
it has, according to trustworthy judgment, 
succeeded in righting itself. Its annual accounts 
even show a small surplus. Cannot the Federa- 
tion, in these circumstances, see its way to accept the £200 which 
the institution is ready to pay down, and hold its hand for a period 
while the finances of the Talmud Torah are nursed into a more 
robust condition? We do not overlook the fact that the Federation's 
funds are public money and that it stands in the position of Trustee. 
But, on the other hand, the Talmud Torah has performed good 
service in its day, and does represent a great Jewish movement 
which must be dear to every member of the Federation. The 
present squabble can only reflect upon the prestige of this move- 
ment. Are the parties to the trouble so bereft of wisdom and good 
will that they cannot hammer out some compromise, whether on 
the lines we have suggested or some other ?

The death occurred on Tuesday of Mr. Arthur Philip Cohen, of 
45, Westbourne Park Road, W. He was the son of the late Phillip 
and Lizzie Cohen, and an active communal worker.

As briefly mentioned in our last i sue, Mr. Nahum Sokolow presided 


at a meeting held at Great Kussell Str-et, under the auspices of the 
Zionist Organisation. He said that the passing of Schmarya Levin was a 
real mourning tor everybody. lie was everybody's friend. and they all 
loved him because he was full of love for everybody. He was more than 


an orator. He was practically a Teacher, and his soul was a noble soul 
a real Jewish soul, He was a star in Jewish life, and his loss was 
irreparable. 

Dr. Weizmann that whatever subject Dr. Levin touched, he 
imparted to it a life, and afervour of its own. Whatever Schmarya Levin 
sali Was impregnated With & conviction, a fire, an enthusiasm and a 
faith which was contagious even to the most critical of his hcarers. He 
Was Cminently practical so far as Zionist affairs were concerned. He knew 
by divine intuition whether they were taking the right or the wrong road, 
andin that respect he was a great master-teacher. He was realy to stake 
his life and his health in fighting dark forces which from time to time might 
have arisen to deflect the movement from its path, and those who had the 
privilege of being very close to him felt that if Schmarya said it, it was 
right 
Mr. Berl Locker, in the course of his tribute, said that Schmarva Levin 
stood above the inner conflicts of the movement. He saw in Zionism the 
cultural renaissance of the Jewish people and it was up to tine present 
genera‘ion to hand on the inheritance which Schmarya Levin had ieft 
them to the coming generation. 

Another meeting in memory of Dr. Schmarya Levin was held at the 
Adolph Tuck Hallon Monday evening under the auspices of the Zionist 
ederation of Great Britain and Ireland and the Central Keren Havesol 
Committee. The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom presided. Mr. Nahum § kolow 
speaking in Yiddish, said that Schmarya Levin had been a brother to every- 
body and this fundamental trait of his was infectious so that all who came 
in contact with him felt its influence. Referring to Dr. Schmirva Levin’s 
sifts as a speaker, Mr. Sokolow drew the distincétion between what 
known in Yiddish as a Nedner and a Soger—he was not one of those 
Redners who, one discovered after he had finished, that he had said 
nothing, but he was a Soger—a wonderful Maggid whose utterances were 
fullof wisdom, imbued w.th the Jewish atmosphere, 

the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom. also speaking in Yiddish, said that 
Schmarya Levin was for them an example of what a Zionist should be. 
He had always insisted that Eretz Yisrael would not be built up merely 
by speeches, but by hard work and sacrifice. He was a strong advocate 
of discipline to the leaders and their movement, and up to the last minute 
of his life he was faithfal to Dr. Weizmann, as he had been to Herzl.

GERMAN JEWS DE-NATURALISED 


New Army of “ Staatenlose” 


Mannheim’s Terrible Fxample 


Herr Frick, the Reichs Minister of the Interior, has published a 
list of thirty-eight persons, said to have acted contrary to Germanys 
interests, whose German citizenship is withdrawn, and whose 
property is confiscated. They include Dr. Nahum Goldmann, the 
President of the Committee of Jewish Delegations and of the Execu- 
tive Committee for the Jewish World Congress; Rabbi Max Abraham, 
the author of the recently issued booklet, “ A Rabbi in a Concentra- 
tion Camp" ; Bert Brecht, a left-wing “ Aryan” dramatist (shortly to 
publish a satire on Hitler's “ solution ” of the Jewish question) ; Dr. 
Isaak Broszyner, contributor to Evropa-ost; Dr. Hermann Budzis- 
lawski. a contributor to the Neve WELTBUEHNE; Dr. Hilferding. 
a former Socialist Deputy; Dr. Kurt Hiller, contributor to the NEUE 
WELTBUEHNE: Dr. Max Hodann, formerly assistant to the late Dr. 
Mavnus Hirschfeld; Kurt Levy, alleged to have written articles for 
the refugee press; Heinz Liepmann, an anti-Nazi writer; Dr. 
Siegfried Marck, formerly Professor in Breslau; Walter Melring, an 
anti-Nazi writer; Creszentia Miihsam, wife of the late Erich 
Miihsam, murdered in a concentration camp; Franz Pfempert, a 
Communist Deputy, and his wife, a Jewess; Viktor Schiff, former 
editor of the Socialist VorWAERTS and formerly Berlin correspondent 
of the Datny Heraup: Arthur Seehof, Justin Steinfeld and Paul 
Westheim (all anti-Nazi writers); Dr. Friedrich Wolff, a lawyer who 
had defended Communists: and Dave Yaskiel, a Jewish merchant, 
said to have disseminated anti-Nazi literature. 

In an explanatory article, the VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER states 
that the reason for the withdrawals is political, and has‘nothing todo 
with withdrawals of citizenship granted (wrong!y, it is claimed) from 
1918 to 1933. Under the latter category come, to a large extent, the 
long lists of de-naturalised persons now being published by various 
municipalities throughout the country. Hitherto, apart from Berlin, 
the provincial municipalities had not exercised their police powers 


in this way. Berlin has already published several such lists, mostly 
of Ostjuden. The example has been followed by KdGnigsberg, 


with the de-naturalisation of forty-three Jewish families; Ludwig. 
shafen (16 persons); and now Mannheim follows with three hundred 
families; while the FRAENKISCHE TAGESZEITUNG states that the 
Government of Upper and Middle Franconia has cancelled ~ various 
naturalisations” granted to Jews between 1922 and 1929. Other 
cases are reported from Schleswig and Erfurt. 

The disturbing fact about the new wave of denaturalisations is 
its size. The highest number of people who have ever been 
disfranchised at one time before. was one hundred and fifty. 
Mannheim, with its disfranchisement of three hundred Jews at one 
swoop, starts a terrible precedent. For it must not be forgotten 
that if three hundred people are disfranchised, this also includes 
their families. At this rate, large sections of German Jewry can be 
disfranchised within a brief period before Herr Frick’s much 
heralded disfranchisement law is even introduced,

Col. Wedgwood Seeks Palestine Immigration Debate 


THE RALLWAY TRANSPORT PROBLEM 
[From our Parliamentary Correspondent] 


It is too early to form an opinion on the effect that the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, as Colonial Secretary, will have 
on the development of Palestine ; but it is generally felt that he 
will bring to his office a sympathetic appreciation of the efforts of 
the Jewish settlers there. 

Col. Jos. Wedgwood, M.P., is determined to get a special debate, 
if this can possibly be obtained, on the question of permitting an 
unrestricted immigration of Jews into Palestine and Transjordan. 
He is satisfied that he can get some hundreds of Members, from al! 
parts of the House, to support him in his claims. The question, 
Whether, in view of the settled determination evinced by the 
German Government to eliminate the Jews from Germany and 
in view of the persecutions to which these people are now subject 
throughout the East of Europe, he will review the question of 
allowing Jews to enter freely into Palestine, Transjordan aud Cyprus,” 
which Col. Wedgwood set down for Monday, was postponed by him 
to July lst, in order to give the new Colonial Secretary an oppor. 
tunity to enquire fully into the position. A motion to an effect 
similar to that of the question stands on the Order Paper in Col. 
Wedgwood's name. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P., who made a request on the last 
day before the Whitsun recess, about the publication of Sir Felix 
Pole’s Report on the railway system in Palestine, is also postponing 
the following-up of this matter for a week or so for ihe same reason.

Browne on Jewry 


American Author and Traveller 


STRONG COMMENTS ON PALESTINE 


In the course of an interview with the famous American-Jewish 
author, Mr. Lewis Browne, who has been over here with his wife on 
a short visit, we discussed many aspects of the Jewish problem of 
to-day (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). This much- 
travelled author is shortly publishing in this country his latest 


book, “* How Odd of God.” 

Mr. Browne was born in 
London (in 1897), and for a 
brief period attended Jews’ 
Free School. In 1912, his 
parents took him toe 
America, where he later 
vraduated in Rabbinics at 
the Hebrew Union College, 
at which Institution he has 
been associated with Dr. 
Stephen Wise for five years, 
Referring to the title of 
Rabbi, which he still pos- 
sesses, Mr. Browne humor- 
ously remarked, was 
never unflocked, but always 
unsuited.” Mr. Browne in 
his many traveis has seen 
Jews in such out-of-the-way 


places as Addis Abbaba, 
Tahiti and Iceland, where 
he has conversed with his 
brothers and sisters in 
religion in Yiddish and

ago. He tokt me that he 
had been a very active 
Zionist for years, “but I 
must confess,” he added, 
~ that this last trip has

of my life. Palestine is 
booming in the most 


deplorable Way Pvussivie Vecause there is a great deal of wealth that has 
come in, and all the evils of boom times are thore, Haifa reminded me 
of a western mining town when they think that gold has been found. 
Of course, lam afraid that they won't find gold there. I think that a 
crash is inevitable and when it comes, trouble will come, too.” 

After leaving Palestine he went to Kussia. When he was in that 
country nine years ago, the Russian experiment seemed to him a hopeless 
failure. This time he thought that it appeared a complete success. But 
Mr. Browne had to confess his belief that in a hundred years’ time there 
would be no Jews in Russia, and that this was certainly atragedy. “If 
Jews were to live in complete comradeship with their neighbours,” he 
said, “then it seems to me that the desires of the Prophets would be 
fulfilled when they Salad - My liouse shall be a House of Prayer for all 
People.’ 

What Are the Jews? 

We discussed his latest book referred 
he began, ** went on a world tour two years ago and finally landed in 
Hitler's Germany. I was returning home to contine my work on ‘A 
History of Civilisation,’ but | could not go on with it because I realised 
that there was something in my mind which | had to say first. I spent 
the following nine months, therefore, writing a book giving a philosophy 
of Jewish history and an attempted explanation of the Jewish fate. That 
book I have called ‘How Odd of God.’ The main lines of it begin with an 
enquiry, “Are the Jews a religion or @ race or a nation in modern times?’ 
My own conclusion is that more than any of these three the Jews are an 
economic group because they are almost entirely urban, whereas the vast 
majority of non-Jews are rural in life and mind, 

“ Now there is a conflict between the rnral and the urban mind. The 
Jews represent the urban mind most extravagantly, and this undoubtedly 
is the primary cause for the continued hostility to the Jew in modern 
times. My own conclusion is that if the Jewish problem is ever to be 
solved then the Jews must be to a degree de-urbanised, and the non-Jews 
must become de-ruralised tn mind. I think that under normal circum- 
stances that should take about 10,000 years, but in Russia the thing is 
being done in twenty months 


Assimilation in ‘Russia 
What had impressed him so tremendously in Russia was the spectacle 
of Jews and Christians living together on terms of such utter equ Llitvy and 
fraternity. He has become a specialist in detecting 
the part of Gentiles, no matter how 
Jews,

In Russia he could find no such signs, but a very genuine and 
sincere effort to wipe all those prejudices which had “ bedevilled life for 
the Jews throughout history, “Of course,” be confessed, “ all this means 
assimilation—-but assimilation, not on terms of capitulation, but of mutual 
agreement. I think of an assimilated Jew in England as one who makes 
a conscious effort to deny himself by demeaning himself. He tries to 
conceal his past. In Russia, Jews offer no apologies for themselves. 
They are comrades. If that sounds extravagant itis simply not my fault. 
Iu these last nine years I have seen such a change there as to convince 
me that within two generations—or three, at the most--the oblogquy 
attached to the name ‘Jew’ everywhere else in the world will be unknown 
in Russia.” 
A Jew by Choice and not Necessity 

What, then, is your solution of the Jewish problem ? 

“My solution is that the world’s mind shall be so cleansed that a Jew 
will be able to be a Jew from choice and not from necessity. At .present 
the characteristic joke in Palestine is that of a man who asks another, ‘Did 
you come here from choice or from Germany?’ ‘That is true all over the 
world. Thus far, I have seen only one country where a Jew takes his 
Jewishness as much for granted, as he does the colour of his eyes or the 
size of his feet.” 

As regards the situation in Germany, Mr. Browne strongly supports a 
hundred per cent. boycott of German goods and services *‘as a matter of 
personal decency.” He is an incorrigible pacifist. He would not fight 
Germany with arms, but certainly he would not provide her with the

The Life of Maimonides 


NEW INTERPRETATIONS 


Maimonides,’ by S. Zeitlin, Ph.D. (New York, B'ocs Publishing 
Co., 2 dollars). ‘*Maimonides,”’ by Abraham Heschel (Berlin, Erich

“Do not consider the book-jacket,” says the Perek, ~ but what 
is within it.” The first book in the above list certainly justifies 
this warning. It is announced as the new life of Maimonides in 
which the author not only uses all the new material which has 
appeared since the biographies of Abrahams and Miinz, but presents 
also a new interpretation of the old material. The clue to this new 
interpretation, it is said, lies in the fact, hitherto unknown, that 
Maimonides was the first political Zionist! 

Until new it has always been believed that Maimonides’ motive 
in writing the Mishneh Torah was, as expressed in his own intro- 
duction, to present the decisions of the Talmud and the traditional 
outlook of Judaism in an accessible and definitive form. But Dr. 
Zeitlin believes there was a deeper motive. The Mishneh Torah, 
he says, bears a resemblance to the Torah rather than to the 
Mishneh, and to this extent it is less a summing-up of laws, like the 
Mishneh, than a completely new Constitution or Programme, like 
the Torah. In his Letter to the Yemen, Maimonides asserted that, 
according to a traditional calculation, the Messiah would appear in 
the year 1216. The Misbneh Torah then (completed in 1177), was 
written to serve as the new Constitution for a regenerated people 
returning to the land of their fathers. | 

It is scarcely necessary to say that not a single piece of positive 
evidence can be produced to substantiate this theory. Apart from 
this one mention of 1216, the Messianism of Maimonides was almost 
completely abstract and philosophical, and as for his love for 
Pa'estine, even after the conquest of Jerusalem by Sa‘adin in 1157, 
Maimonides showed no desire to return to the country which had 
s0 disappointed him during his visit in 1165. et Dr. Zeitlin goe 
on from this claim to argue that Maimonides’ whole approach to 
Judaism was a function of his deep nationalism. 


~ 


It was natural, 
he says, ‘that Zekarya (the defender of Samuel b. Ali) should 
quarrel with ibn Aknin (the pupil of Maimonides), because each 
was loyal to a master with a different conception of Judaism 

Samuel b. Ali maintained that the leadership of the Jews should be 
vested in a man of Spiritual authority like the Gaon, while 
Maimonides held that it should be vested in the Exilarch, the 
political leader. In this, Maimonides proved himself a pioneer 
of Jewish Nationalism” (p. 99). And one more

~ The final goal which Maimonides looked for was the 
establishment of the Jewish people as a nation in Palestine... . 
We may say that he anticipated the entire national and cultural 
movement which has found voice in modern Jewish history, in 
Herzl and Ahad-Ha’am ” (p. 154). 

For the rest, this book 1s rather undistinguished. The author 
follows the hackneyed method of presenting the Life and Works, 
dealing rather more fully than usual with the question of the 
Kk xilarchate and the Nagiduth (be does not believe that Maimonides 
was ever appointed Nagid), and making one or two interesting 
guesses, such as that the whole family of Maimon only moved to 
Fez (the centre of persecution) in order to give the young Moses an 
opportunity for study, and that Maimonides moved from Alexandria 
to Fostat because a town near the Red Sea and the palaces of Cairo 
was better for the jewel! business. But these are tritles, and one 
turns with relief to a book more worthy of its subject. For what 
one looks for in this centenary year is a study which will show us 
the development of Maimonides’ own character against the back. 
ground of his times. 1t is not sufficient to record his books as events 
in his life.

REVIEW OF ANNUAL REPORT 
[From our Correspondent] 


Without showing any spectacular gains, the year covered by the 
recently issued report was a very satisfactory one for the Order. 
All departments of activity, varied and extensive as they are, 
revealed healthy and consistent progress, and the Achei Brith 
position continues to be outstanding in the movement and the 
Community to which it renders important services. 

The statistics published in the report supply details of over £30,000 
distributed in sickness and other benefits, while the centralised funds 
administered through the Grand Lodge have been responsible for the 
paymem of a further £12,500, all of which has helped to alleviate distress 
and suffering. The Report justly adds, * if, added to this, we realise that 
the Order has been the means of bringing co-religionists in all walks of 
life into closer contact with communal, benevolent and other causes, has 
cncouraged them to take uw deeper interest in the needs of Jewry at home 
and abroad, it will fally justify our claim that the Order is an essential 
and vital force in Anglo-Jewry.”’ 

Propaganda is now beginning to be the subject of serious study, the 
customary methods having brought little result.

German-Jewish Persecution Condemned 


A STRONGLY WORDED RESOLUTION 


-The Nineteenth Congress of the International Association of 
League of Nations Unions which was held last. week at Brussels is 
of particular interest to Jews in view of a resolution which was 
passed on the question of the Jews in Germany, on the proposition 
of the: Palestinian delegation.

Ben Zion Mossinson, the well-known Zionist, and Dr. Nahum 
Goldman, President of the Committee of Jewish Delegations, repre- 
sented the Palestinian delegation, which includes Mr. Hooflien, of 
the Anglo-Palestine Bank, and Mr. Tolkowsky. The resoluton was 
proposed by the Palestinian delegation, and a lively debate arose 
as to whether on principle it was admissible. "When it was decided 
to retain the resolution on the agenda, the German delegation 
walked out in protest, declaring that it would not take part in 
the Conference. 

The resolution, which was adopted by 9 votes to 1, with 4 
abstentions, expresses its regret that the position of the Jews in 
Germany has not improved; affirms once more its attachment tothe 
principle that international peace demands that all States should 
grant its nationals the same civic, religious and ethnic rights as are 
guaranteed by the Minority Treaties, and urges all constituent 
societies to secure the acceptance of this essential principle by their 
own Governments and to influence public opinion to find proper 
means to re-establish the civil and political equality of the Jews in 
Germany and to bring to an end a state of affairs that troubles the 
universal conscience.

Casualties in Recent Pogrom 
-— 
Comments in Socialist Press 


Reports received from Warsaw show that 63 Jews were wounded 
and one killed in the recent anti-Jewish attacks which took place in 
Grodno, Suwalk and Raciondz. Up to now the authorities have 
made no statement about the events. The new “ Endek” paper says 
that the “Jews still feel too secure in Poland,’ and concludes by 

saying, We are, however, sure that this state of affairs will not last 
long now... The Polish nation is beginning to awake.”

Two Jewish Deputies in Parliament‘ 


Re-assuring Declarations 
[From our Correspondent —SALONIKA] 

The elections of June 9th, in Greece, have given a great victory 
to the Government of M. Tsaldaris. The Jews have reason to be very 
satisfied with this result, since M. Tsaldaris and his friends have 
shown themselves sympathetic towards efforts for the solution of 
Jewish problems. 

The elections passed off quietly. A few minor anti-Semitic 
incidents, provoked by dissentients of the Government party, 
occurred, but were suppressed by the police. M. Daniel Allalouf 
and M. Peppo Mallah, both Jewish ex-deputies, were elected members 
of the National Assembly. M. Mallah has since been appointed 
Under-Secretary of State of Finance.

M. Theotokis, Minister of Agriculture, has made some appre- 
ciative remarks on the Jews in a Jewish paper published in Salonika. 
Spexking of the former harmful political policy in Salonika, he says 
that he believes henceforth the Jews will feel at home in Greece. 
He is convinced that in a short time the Jews of Salonika will have 
fused into the Hellenic culture the magnificent qualities which they 
have inherited from their ancestors. “The programme of our 
Government,” continued the Minister, “is to assist in your assimi- 
lation. I know what Spain lost by expelling you. I know what 
we will gain by keeping you.” 

Speaking at a big mass meeting in Salonika, General Condylis, 
the Vice-Premier and Minister of War, said that he had always had 
warm sympathy for the Jews. “ The Jews can always rely on me,” 


he said. “As long as lamin the Government, they need not have 
fear of anything.”

Ryback Exhibition at St. John’s Wood 


Before the War there was acompact Russian Jewish Community 
of six millions which lived its own life, although it was a small 
minority among one hundred and twenty million Russians. Its 
moral influence reached far out of the boundaries of the Ghetto. 
Walls. It was a strong vital spirit that disturbed the rulers of 
Russia and the Tsars declared war on it. But no matter how 
persecuted Russian Jewry was, they treasured a great force and 
were, so to speak, the spiritual leaders of Judaism in the world. 

Although Issachar Ryback has lived in Paris for many years, it 
is no wonder that 90 per cent. or even more of his works now on 
exhibition at 41, Clifton Hill, are still reflecting the life of Ukrainian 
and Lithuanian Jewry. No wonder, because the power and strength 
of Russian Jewry was so great and the spiritual values so dominant. 
that it is hard for any artist, no matter how far removed he is at 
present from that life, not to continue to live under its influence. 

It is not only the subject that matters with Ryback; it is the 
artistic conception and upbuilding of a picture that interests him 
most. “Jewish Bride” is an extremely fine picture. A fine 
romanticism, purity and holiness of spirit is expressed in this 
picture and makes it the most outstanding at the Exhibition. A day 
will come, when pictures of that kind will not only be considered 
for their artistic value, which is, of course, the most important thing, 
but they will be called on to explain pages of the bygone life and 
history of our people. There is a human intimacy expressed in 
every touch in his work. The texture of flowers, the movement of 
animals—everything breathes with life. He paints from within, 
ignoring the outside world, and that is the reason why his pictures 
impress one with their force and strength of expression. This is 
especially true of “ Field Flowers,” while the picture “Port de la 
Kochelle’’ is extremely fine in composition. 

I cannot say much about the sculptural value of his Ceramics, 
except that they are a reflex of his paintings, but they possess a 
certain amount of vividness and they are of positive ethnographic 
value, and should be taken for what they are worth. 

The Exhibition is being held at the house of Mr. Leo Gildesgame, 
11, Clifton Hill, Abbey Road, N.W.8, and will remain open until 
June 25th.

Addressing the Annual Conference of the National As¢soctation of 
Building Societies, at Folkestone, Sir Harold Bellman. Chairman of the 
Association, referred to the housing output in England and Wales for the 
year ended March 3ist, which, he said, established a new record at 
$27,517 houses. He pointed out that there was necessarily an eventual 
limit to the expansion process. He was not, he said, predicting a 
precipitate decline in building society activity or in house building ; 
he merely wished to emphasise that fluctuation in the more or less 
near future wonlkl cause neither surprise nor inconvenience. In @ 
reference to the wsthetie aspects of housing, Sir Harold said that 
in certain quarters there was a tendency to assign the blame to 
building societies, but that was due toa misconception of their functions. 
The builder who desired to remain solvent could not ignore public 
preference; on the other hand, there were builders who had kept 
their heads above the waters of bankruptcy and yet had provided a 
house which would rejoice the heart of the most critical architect and 
town planner, While the building societies had no legal responsibilities 
in this ‘natter, they felt a social responsibility, and the whole problem 
had been remitted to the Housing Committee of the National Association 
for review,

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Athletics, Sports and Clubs 
Successful Brother Athletes 


The name of Gillis and sport in the Sunderland area have long been 
associated, for the five sons of Mr. 8. Gillis, of Humbledon View, have 
each, in his own particular sphere, achieved some success in sport. 
They have had every incentive in that direction (writes THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative) because of the fact that the ground of 
the Sunderland Cricket and Football Club, at Ashbrooke, adjoins 
the house of Mr. Gillis, where the boys were given every opportunity 
to practise.

“Viecy.” The first-named, Ratcliffe, who is twenty-three, began playing 
in lawn tennis tournaments at the age of sixteen, when he won the 
Burnamoor Singles Tournament in County Durham, and, with a partner, 
won the doubles in the same tournament the following year. In 1951, 
at the age of nineteen, he played for the first time for Durham Senior 
County Tennis Team, and was awarded his colours for the County in the 
following year. Since then he has been a regular member of the County 
team, and has played in the singles for them against Yorkshire, Derby- 
shire and other Shires. He has also been on tour with the team playing 
in the County championships. In 1982, he reached the semi-final of the 
Durham County singles, and has won the Northumberland (Restricted) 
Open Singles.. Ratcliffe was a niember of the British Maccabi Team 
which competed at Prague, but lost his match to Hecht, the Davis Cup 
player, by 6—2, 6-2. Rateliffe was also a member of the British Maccabi 
‘Team which recently played in Palestine. In addition to lawn tennis, le 
has played cricket with success for the first eleven of Sunderland Town, 
and badminton regularly for a club in Division I. of the town league. 
While a student at the Bede School, his time for the 100 yards was just 
over l0secs., and he was awarded his school colours for cricket and 
football, 


Mr. Victor GILLIs Me. RATCLIFFE GILLIs 

Victor Gillis, who was also a student at the Bede School, is a keen 
cricketer. On several occasions, he played for the Sunderland Town II. 
Cricket Team, being particularly good as a medinin-paced left-arm swing 
bowler, and he was a fair bat. ‘Tennis was also one of his favourite 
sports, and it is curious that while he used to bow! and bat left-handed at 
cricket, he played tennis right-handed. On entering Durham University 
as a medical student, he had to curtail some of his sporting activities, 
but in his first year, 1930, he was chosen to represent the College of 


Medicine as a bowler, and gained his cricket colours. In the same year 


he went on tour with the ‘Varsity team, and has since been a regular 
member. In 1934, his batting having so much improved, he was offered 
the captaincy of the Durham University, but had todecline. It is believed 
to be the first time that such an honour has been offered to a Jew at 
Durham University, and is evidence of the high esteem in which Mr. 
Gillis is held by his colleagues. It must be added that Victor was awarded 
his cricket eolours at the University in 1932. In the College “ Gazette,” 
printed last year by Durham University, the following appeared: ** It 
would be unfair to single ont any individual member of the team, but the 
all-round play of Victor Gillis deserves mention.

“CARDINAL RICHELIEU "Leicester Square Theatre ("U" Certificate) 

Claimed to be based on a play by Sir E. Bulwer-Lytton, this is, 
in effect, very like all the other re-creations of semi-historical episodes 
on which the personality and histrionic talents of George Arliss have 
been brought to bear. There is the same type of court intrigue, the 
same kind of courtly wit, and much the same little romance to 
enable Mr. Arliss to indulge his arrogant wiseacre attitude towards 
youthful lovers. The renowned technical perfection of Mr. Arliss’s 
acting is not so sure here, his comedy threatening at times to become 
over-refined and his drama occasicnally coming perilously near to 
melodramatics. The characterisation is almost negligible, there being 
no attempt made to reconcile the apparent incompatibility of a 
Cardinal of the Roman Church and a seventeenth-century builder of 
a nation in the same man, and no attempt, either, to expound the 
astounding energy and application to his tasks of such a man. | The 
film concentrates, rightly perhaps, on Richelieu’s efforts to achieve a 
united France, and the plot arises from the attempts of the great 
dukes of the realm to discredit the Cardinal in the eyes of Louis XIII 
and so retain their individual power and wealth. 

The piece is impressively mounted--Hollywood tosses off this sort of 
thing with the utmost unconcern and astonishing efficiency—and there 
is an interesting band of supporting players, notably Douglas 
Dumbrille, that excellent villain; Cesar Romero and Maureen 
O'Sullivan (not looking her best), as the voung lovers; Edward Ronald, 
an uncomfortable Louis; and Francis Lister and Halliwell Hobbes in 
rather strange rdles. 


‘“‘THE WEDDING NIGHT"’—-London Pavilion (‘‘A’’ Certificate) 

This production has so many truly interesting ‘attributes that, 
despite imperfections, it ts very much the best of Anna Sten’s American 
pictures. It offers us a reasonably intelligent variation on the triangle 
theme developed with charm amid the interesting background of a 
Connecticut Polish colony.
